GAIN the report to the effect that the Southern Pacific Com. 


pany has let a contract for boring a tunnel through the Sierr* 
Nevada mountains has been confirmed. 
This time the report 


comes direct from railroad headquarters and is practically of- 


ficial, though at this time names can not be mentioned.

big tunnel will begin early next spring and will require about four 
years to complete. Together with the report comes the further story

him to take the gun away, but be- 
fore they could reach him, he had sent 
a fatal shot Into his head. 


Edna Muir was quit* well known in 


the red light district In this city and 
owned considerable property In True- 
kee. She was about forty years of age. 
Joe Wallace was a young gambler, 
and was employed In a saloon under 
Kurd's hall. 
He was well known 


among the gamblers and saloon men of 
thin city.

F Newport were suddenly burled eighty feet deep In 


mud and were excavated 2,000 years hence, what a find 


It would be for the antiquarians, says the New York 
World. 


The City of Hierculaneum. where the millionaires of 


Rome had their country palaces, was burled in mud by 
the eruption of Vesuvius In the year 79 A, D., and now la 
to be dug up and its treasures of art and the libraries 
of its rich are to be recovered for the use of the whole 
world. 


One of its palaces has been explored already, and what 


It yielded, which may now be seen in the museums and 
libraries of Italy, is of such enormous artistic and lit- 
erary value that the whole world of learning Is eagerly 
looking forward to the completion of the work. The 
kings of Italy and England, the German emperor, the pres- 
ident of the United States and France, are giving* the 
work their active support Prof. Woldsteln of Cambridge 
university Is here now trying to Induce the rich men of thin 
country to join those of Europe In raising the enormous 
Hum of money that Is necessary for the excavation. 


Those who are giving of time and money do so from 


no hope of pecuniary benefit, for none is possible, they are 
actuated solely by the desire to restore to the world some 
of its burled treasures of art and literature. In the rulrra 
of Herculaneum are manuscripts that may contain the 
long lost writings of Sappho, Menander, Aeschylus and 
documents perhaps that will throw a light upon th> first 
days of Christianity.

Start Movement for Passage of a

Ed. Kelly, who was shot by "One 


Eyed Smlthle" in the Monte Carlo sa- 
loon at Derby lost Saturday after- 
noon, died nt the county hospital yes- 
terday morning about 6 o'clock. 
He 


had been cared for by a physician and 
•when he was taken to the county hos- 
pital It was thought that he would 
recover. 
Up to a short time before 


his death he teemed to be In good 
spirits. 
He began bleeding Internal-, 


ly about 5:30 o'clock and from then on 
sank rapidly until death claimed htm. 
As soon as Kelly died Superintendent 
Odette telephoned to Perkins & Oli- 
ver and had the body taken to their 
mortuary parlors. 


Later on Coroner Read was notified 


of the death and going to Perkins & 
Oliver's he claimed the body and took 
It to Relnhard's undertaking parlors. 
The body Is now at Relnhard's par- 
lors, and Coroner Read will hold an In- 
quest over it this afternoon. The Coro- 
ner left yesterday afternoon for Der- 
by where he spent the day gathering 
evidence for the Inquest. 
He Intends 


to Investigate Kelly's death thorough- 
ly and If the evidence Is sufficient, 
will swear to a complaint charging 
"One 
Eyed Smlthle" with the murder. 


Immediately 
after 
the 
shooting 


"Smlthle" was arrested and taken to 
Wadaworth. 
He had a hearing befon 


Judge Bridges a few days ago and was 
dismissed from custody, 
the 
Jus- 


tice finding that the shooting was ac- 
cidental. 
Coroner Read believes now 


however, that the shooting might not 
have been unintentional, and intends 
to Investigate t)ll the circumstances 
.surrounding the affair. 
He will sum- 


niton a large number of witnesses and 
the Inquest promises to be quite inter- 
esting. 
ll has been rumored since the shoot- 


ing that Kelly and "One Eyed Smlth- 
le" had a quarrel before the shooting 
and that both of them 
had 
made 


threat*. 
This rumor Is what makes 


the Coroner believe that the fatal shot 
was not fired accidentally. "One 
Eyed Smlthle" has been released from 
custody and it Is possible that he will 
not be in the country when the Coro- 
ner's Jury brings In a verdict if the 
evidence at the Inquest shows that he 
intended to nre the shot that killed 
Kelly. 


The -man who fired the shot was

The sheriffs and other officers of: 


Nevada are preparing to ask the Leg- 
islature to pass a law, making it pos- 
sible for the Warden of the penitenti- 
ary to secure photographs of all per- 
sons convicted of crime in Nevada. 
Strange aa it may seem this State is 
the only one in the Union where such 
a law is not in effect. The officers do 
not keep a description of felons sent 
to the State prison. 
In many instan- 


ces a photograph or other description of 
a convict would prove a great aid. 
Besides criminals dread the thought of 
having their photographs in a rogue's 
gallery, and in other States Investiga- 
tion has proven that this fact is a 
great aid in preventing crime. 


Sheriff Lamb of Humboldt»county, 


has started the movement. 
He is one 


of the shrewdest thief catchers in the 
West and his experience justifies the 
statement that the proposed law Is a 
good one. 
He is being heartily co- 


operated with by Sheriff Perrell of 
Washoe county. 
Mr. Ferrell is also 


one of the best known officers and 
criminal catchers in this section of the 
country. 
Sheriff Lamb In speaking 


of the matter yesterday expressed him- 
self strongly in favor of the move- 
ment and gave strong reasons why 
such a law should be passed. 


"Nevada. I think, Is the only State 


In the Union," said Mr. Lamb, "that 
does not make provision for taking the 
photographs of convicted 
criminals 


and maintaining a rogue's gallery. Of- 
ficers in nearly every portion of the 
world see fit that all criminals are 
photographed and that a careful rec- 
ord of Jheir description and history 
la kept. 
It is one of'the most val- 


uable details of the great system of 
caring for the criminal element. To my 
own knowledge in hundreds of cases 
these photographs have aided in the 
capture of some of the most desperate 
criminals in the land. The break from 
the Folsom prison * year or more ago 
Illustrates the value of these photo- 
graphs. 
But for them officers in all 


probability would not have succeeded 
in recapturing Woods and the 
other 


members of that desperate band. 
In 


the State alone the photos would be 
of much service. 
Another law that 


should be passed la one calling for the 
establishment of a chalngang In all 
cities of the State and making it nec- 
essary to secure a photo and descrip- 
tion uf all men convicted of a misde- 
meanor and sentenced to thirty days 
or more in the county Jail. I'also fa- 
vor making these convicted men wear 
stripes while in Jail. 
This will re- 


sult In causing the offenders to have 
more respect for the law and once dis- 
charged you will find they will lose 
no time In giving your city a wide 
berth." 


Sheriff Ferrell voiced the sentiments 


of Sheriff Lamb. 
It is thought the 


proposed bill will be introduced during 
the next few days.

proposed amendments.

ening, were read and many of them 
were accepted. 
The amendments re- 


lating to the licensing of houses of 
prostitution and saloons were not- ac- 
cepted however, and will be taken up 
by the committee at a meeting tonight. 


The matter of salaries of Constables 


and Justices of the Peace In Washoe 
county were taken up and discussed at 
length. 
In this matter the committee- 


recommended that the offices of the 
Justice of the Peace and Constable of 
Reno township be placed upomo. salary 
of $1200 per annum, and that they be 
allowed to retain all civil fees. It was 
also recommended that the Constables 
of Verdi and Sparks townships be 
placed on a salary. 


The matter of llcensolng saloons was 


taken up and a sub-committee -was ap- 
pointed to draft a section to be added 
to the charter flxing a minimum li- 
cense. Dr. Stubbs, Attorney Cooke and 
Mayor Turrlttln were appointed on 
this committee. . It Is the purpose of 
the committee to place a very high 
license on saloons and thus drive many 
of the dives from the city. 
City At- 


torney Williams thought this would 
create a monopoly, but other gentle- 
men thought otherwise. The power of 
the Council In regard to licenses as 
recommended by the 
committee 
IB 


very comprehensive. 


The citizens and members of the City 


Council will meet again this evening 
and make an effort to finish up the 
work so that the matter may be ta- 
ken before the Legislature as soon as 
possible.
